Washington, D. -C. — The.eenate 


finance committee approved^ Monday 
night, that-portion of the tax revision 
bill authorizing 'a retroactive reduc- 
tion of 25 per cent In taxes paid dur- 
ing 1924 on 1923 incomes. 
Through 


the adoption of this section the com 
mlttee now has ready a provision to 
this extent In caso the revenue bill 
should fail. Tf, as is now hoped, the 
bill is passed, taxpayers will receive 
their benefits through this section of 
that measure. 
Another Important step by the com 


mlttee was the elimination of the pres- 
ent $1 per $1.000 business tax on ca- 
pital stock, and the consequent sub- 
stitution of 14 per cent for the present 


J% per cent capital tax stock levy.

od. all of which will be welcomed by tho • 
consumer.

The question of price to the consumer 


now becomes a matter of public control. 
The spread between the cost, of conl at the 
mines, plus a fflir return to the operators 
and with wages included, and the price 
in the bin is too large. H is uot. in our 
opinion, the fault of the local coal dealer, 
nor is it to be charged to the wages pajd 
tho miners and tho total produciug cost. 
It is somewhere along thp line between 
the mine and tho bin, but thus far tho in- 
vestigations attempted by the govern- 
ment have not disclosed where or why. 


A hold-tip in the hard co.nl industry is 


due to monopolistic causes. There is no 
reasonable doubt of this. 
The causes 


which have demoralized the soft <;oal in- 
dustry are not remedied by the three-year 
wage agreement. There arc still too many' 
mines operating and too many miners em- 
ployed. Many lay-offs and part-time em- 
ployment arc inevitable, for under contin- 
uous.operation of the mines there would 
be heavy overproduction. More trouble is 
certain to follow at the cud of three years 
unless this problem is solved in the mean- 
time. Both sides arc, we believe, coming 
to the conclusion that industrial warfare 
does not pay. "What the country wants to 
s>ee is 
first, 
effective regulation of the 


hard coal monopoly, and second, a reor- 
ganization of the soft coal industry that 
will eliminate high cost mines and over- 
production, and will guarantee a requi- 
site number of workers continuous and 
full time employment at good wages. I£ 
these things can be accomplished within 
the next two or three years we shall be 
on a fair way to the elimination of strikes 
and dissention. as well as removal of 
unjust burdens on the consumer.

dents of the university have taken the 
matter in their hands and are making it 
hot for these youths who ought to be 
wearing skirts instead of trousers. They' 
are asking the college authorities to re- 
quire every student to sign an oath of al- 
legiance to the government. 
"We hope 


they succeed. The president's message 
ought to help them and it ought to bolster 
up the determination of the University to 
espel these fanatics. There is no place in. 
America for their kind of pacifism, nor 
for a university or school which ignores or' 
encourages it. It is time we applied a lit- 
tle rough hewn, old-fashioned, bootjack 
Americanism to these sentimentalists. It 
is the only way that we can make men out 
of them, to say nothing of useful citizens.

One touching daily with equal parts of tincture 


of Iodin and glycerin on a bit of cotton on a tooth- 
pick is an excellent remedy for canker sores in 
the mouth. 


In chronic sore throat and enlarged tonsils the 


painting of the tonsils each alternate day with a 
mixture of ono teaspoonful of tincture of lodin.and 
two ounces of glycerin is beneficial.

that the new houses should be equip- 
ped for them, especially if there is a 
possibility of the house being sold to 
someone else. 
INSTALL RKCEPTACLES 


The women in -.he class who know 


the great need for receptacles for ex- 
tra lamps, vacuum sweepers, heaters, 
electric Irons, toasters, percolators, 
agreed with Mr. Younger as he show- 
ed where additional receptacles should 
be placed. He would use the recepta- 
cles lavishly In every room in the 
house on the ground that when a new 
house is being bul.t the coit of ma- 
terials for additional conveniences is 
small in comparison with the added 
labor cost If they aro to be Installed 
later. 


For an hour and a half the speaker 


talked lights and appliances and gave 
the class many pointers on what to 
do and what not to uo in planning the 
electric equipment cf the home. He 
brought along fixtures, lights, shades 
and switches to illustrate his points. 


"Tho electric equipment is the last 


to be put in tho house." said Mr. 
Younger. "Too often people put cheap 
fixtures In beautiful homes and ruin 
the effect. How many homes do you 
go to where the porch light gives an 
entirely 
wrong 
Impression 
of the 


house? If you must cut down on 
lighting fixtures, do not begin on the 
porch." 


3 PER CENT FOB WIRING 


That 3 per cent of the total cost of 


the home should be spent for the elec- 
trical work is the estimate which Mr. 
Toung gave as a conservative figure. 
He 
would advise 
equipping 
the 


house thoroughly. Th« speaker show- 
ed several points of advantage and 
disadvantage in various types of fix- 
tures and receptables. 


Mr. Younger started at the base- 


ment and gave a list of the things 
•which he 
thinks 
should 
be used 


throughout the house. He urged that 
several lights be placed in the. base- 
ment besides the usual cellar light 
which is turned on In the upper hall- 
way'or In the kitchen. He said that 
receptacles for appliances such'as the 
Washington machine, the electric Iron- 
cr and the flat iron are essential in ft 
well equipped homo and that arrange- 
ments should be made for an inciner- 
ator. He mentioned the bulls eye ap- 
paratus for cellar lights which has the 
glowing eye Indicating when the lights 
have been left'burning. This same 
apparatus is used with receptacles to 
indicate* when the "Juice" has been 
left on. 


LIGHTS FOR KITCHEN 


In the kitchen. Mr. Younger recom- 


mended a celling light, at least one 
light over the sink and the work table, 
an electric range connection and re- 
ceptacles enough for all the kitchen 
equipment which is motor driven, tak. 
Ing into consideration 
the fact that 


there are times when more than two 
of these are in use at a time. 


In the breakfast 
room, he recom- 


mended side lights and at least two 
connections for appliances. For the 
dining room, he would use a center 
fixture, probably a silver candle ar- 
rangement, side lights and 
connec- 


tions for toactcr, percolator, chaflnjr 
dish and anything else that may be 
used at the table. 


Mr. Younger would have many lights 


5n the living room, bracket lights and 
ono of tw» celling fixtures for general 
lighting:, connections for extra lamps 
and appliances in every comer of the 
room. He said that tho living room 
light should be-soft and pleasant with 
the sharper lights for reading and 
sewing given by lamps.
